There  have  been  no  extensions  carried  out  by  the 
Council  to  any  of  their  water  schemes  during  the  year. 

Pour  new  service  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
Hartington  Scheme,  four  to  the  Doveridge  Scheme  and  twenty  four 
to  the  Bradley  Scheme,  The  latter  includes  supplies  to  an  R,A,F. 
Station  and  Emergency  Hospital, 

S ewer age  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

Ho  new  works  have  been  carried  out 
in  respect  to  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal. 

Refuse  Collection, 

Since  the  Council  purchased  a 2-t  ton  Austin  Lorry 
the  work  of  refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 
Fortnightly  collections  are  now  carried  out  in  Doveridge  in  addition 
to  the  seven  villages  previously  collected. 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  carried  out  in  every 
Parish  in  the  District  and  the  following  amounts  of  various  classes
